has grc\vn like an exotic in the atmosphere of Wall Street in recent 
times and which temporarily disturbed the financial centers of the 
world.

The story of how Dan Ryan,' the candidate of the Repub- 


lican convention for Mayor, and Rudolph Spreckels, who is 
financing San Francisco's municipal reform by indictment and 
immunity bath, came to fall out, is being told along the line of 
political headquarters on Fillmore street. 


It is related that just before the primary election of August 


last. Spreckels "sent for Ryan." The head of the old political 
movement with a slightly changed name responded. With but 
few preliminaries Spre<kels is asserted to have said: "I won't 
stand to be held up foi more than $3500 or $4000 for the ex- 
penses of the primary election." Other conversation is under- 
stood to have run to the cost of the so-called "graft prosecution" 
hav ing been very heavy and money not so plentiful as 
it 


might be. 


While Spreckels was waiting to see whether the "touch" 


would be for $3500 or $4000 he was given a shock in Ryan's 
calm declaration: "The largest sum I have accepted from any 
one friend is $500 and I will accept no more than that from 
anyone. I would reallv prefer smaller contributions from a 
larger number of persons friendly to the cause." 


Spreekels, one branch of whose diversified ambitions had 


been to own the government of San Francisco and run it 


through a Mayor, a Board of Supervisors and the 
District 


Attorney's office, and by these rule the people in the same 
arbitrary manner as the feudal barons dominated their subjects, 
was nonplused for the moment. He saxv that he did not own 
the whole of Dan Ryan at any rate. The idea of holding but 
a -minority of $500 interest in the political venture xvas noi 
satisfying. He wanted the whole xvorks or nothing. His visions 
of becoming Baron of San Francisco and ruling with a "big- 
stick," would soon be dissipated if he permitted the election 
of a man not oxvned body and soul by himself. 


"Baron" Spretkels, finding that he could not hold the 


city of San Francisco in fief for the next two years, should R\ an 
be elected, began to shoxv temper. In subsequent Intel-views 
it is said that he ordered Ryan to retire from the contest for 
the nomination under threat that if he secured the coveted 
preferment from the Republican convention, the Baron xvoulcl 
put up another candidate for Mayor and defeat him. 
Rxan 


declined to withdraw but pursued his course and secured the 
nomination. 


Spreckels also made good his threat and had Dr. Taylor 


nominated by William Greer Harrison, Hugh Burke and Isidore 
Jacobs, who were the whole thing, called the Good Government 
League. A little later Rudolph Spreckels. James D. Phelan, 
Gavin McXab, Fremont Older, Grecr 
Harrison 
and Tom 


Hit-key constituted themselves the Democratic Party of San 
Francisco, and in executive session also nominated the good 
Dr. Tax lor for Mayor. 


In justice to the eight statesmen who constitute the two 


great parties called "Democratic" and the "Good Government" 
it should be stated that they did not stay their hands xvith the 
nomination of Dr. Taylor, but continued their valiant service 
of purifying and rehabilitating San Francisco by 
parceling 


out the nominees for Supervisors on the txvo tickets 
among 


themselves. These political saviors and upbuilders of good 
government completed the ticket by a further division of the 
various department offices. The two political parties then ad- 
journed with a full belief that "Baron" Spreckels xvould knife 
all those candidates nominated whom he did not believe, would 
contribute to his feudal control of San Francisco. 


It is noxv fully understood why Dr. Taylor so truthfully de- 


clares: "I am no man's man," for he is "eight men's man" 
otherwise he owes his nomination to the txvo great reform par- 
ties constituted of eight members, including Isidore Jacobs. 


The question of whether San Francisco shall continue to

McGowau. That is why Heney disoxvned Taylor and 
Biggy. 


That is why the whole Langdon campaign has degenerated into 
a prolonged scream against Patrick Calhoun. That is why 
.bunco assurances are given on the quiet to both Ryan and 
McCarthv.

Heney's primary object in repudiating Biggy was to square

and infatuated lover to the life. 


The adjoining eucalyptus trees crinkled up then1 leaves 


in the hot and resistless rush of gosli-all-fis.lihooks love. Even 
the concrete theater seats blushed and spalled in the fervent 
glow.
